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Tur Behaviour of this Squire being of 
the moſt ſavage Kind, I think my ſelf 
obliged out of the tender Regard, which 
I bear to all Strangers and Travellers, to 
anumadvert upon him in as gentle a Man- 
ner as the Occaſion will allow. And there- 
fore I ſhall firſt lay down a few Poſtula- 
tums: That every travelling Gentleman is 
preſumed to be under the Protection of the go- 
verning Mayor, Sovereign, Portreeff, or 
Squire of the Town or Village, which he hap- 
pens to make his Stage. The Laws of Huma- 
aity, Hoſpitality and Civility, oblige him, if 
there be no Accommodation in the Publict 
Houſes, fit for a Perſon of Diſtinction, to in- 
vile him to his own, or ſupply the Deficien- 
cies as well as he can. That if any Inſult or 
Injury be offer'd either to ſuch a Siranger, or 
Bis Servants, the Squire is obliged to-juſtify, 
vindicate, and eſpouſe their Cauſe.

People of the old Fewiſh and Heathen 
World x ; Where we find ſome of the Pa- 
triarchs

tained. And ſo facred was the Regard for 
Strangers among the Heathens, that they 
dignified their ſupreme Gop with the Title 
of Jupiter Hoſpitalis. Nothing was thought 
ſo monſtrous as to offer any Violence to 
Sojourners among them, which was ſo re- 
ligiouſly obſerved, that it became the Glo- 
ry of the moſt diſtinguiſhed Heroes, to de- 
ſtroy and extirpate ſuch as were remarkable 
for their Cruelty to Strangers. This it 
was, which added ſo much Glory to the 
Character of Theſeus, for the Puniſnments 
he inflicted on Siſypbus, Procruſtes, &c. It 
was owing likewiſe to a generous Indigna+ 
tion, that Hercules threw Diomede (the Colo- 
nel and Squire: of that Age) to be devoured 
by thoſe Horſes, which he fed with the 
Fleſh of poor Travellers, and I find: upon 
Enquiry that they were Coach-Horſes too. 
I ſhall make no farther Remark upon 
this, nor Application, but ſay to the Squire, 
That 
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That it is very happy for him the preſent 
Age has not one Hercules left, or a Week 
would not paſs, before he ſhould. feel the 
Weight of that Hero's Club, or be thrown 
by Way of Repriſal under his own Horſes 
Feet.
